A world’s water record still unbeaten of 1,218 
miles in 24 hours was made on Lake Rosseau. 

When the Canadian government wanted 
powerful, fast rum chasers for the Nova Scotia 
coast it did not go to the great shipyards of 
Boston and New York, nor even to Montreal. 

Just for example, try and guess where they 
came for their high seas pirate chasers? 

Orillia. 

Yeu, o'r, Orillia, which is best known as a 
place yoa stop for gas while motoring north. 

Tia fact is, a world-famous designer and 
builder of power craft, in the person of Herbert 
Ditchburn, has risen on the Muskoka Lakes 
His reputation is better known in the water 
racing city of Detroit than in all bis native land, 
His genius is rated higher in England, France 
and Italy than it is in all the cities of Canada, 
New York and Boston come all the way up into 
the neck-of-the-wooda where this Canadian pre 
fers to stay not only to order their fast boats, 
but to linger for weeks to watch this sculptor of 
ships at his work. 

As in the case of swimmers, oarsmen, sur- 
feons, soldiers, Herbert Ditchburn is not without 
honor save in his own country. 

He has built beautiful craft for most of the 
outstanding Canadians. He is right now build- 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
racing boats and Great Lakes cruisers for such 
men as Ringling and Gordon Lefebvre, vice 
president of General Motors.. There ts hardly a 
name prominent ir Canadian affairs that is not 
on his list of owners: Commander J. K. L. Ross, 
Sir Joseph Flavelle, Lady Waton, Sir Edward 
Kemp, Sir Thomas White, Sam and George Me- 
Laughlin, H. M. Tucker, Barry Hayes, PB. 
Wood, George T. Fulford, C. 8S. Coryell, Hon. 
Wallace Nesbitt, Walter Cole, Col.’ Le Grand 
Reed, Harry Hateh, Norman Gooderham, Col 
Albert Gooderham. The American listt is quite 
as imposing. But Canadians as a whole are 
unaware that a Canadian has again rung the 
international bell. 

It stands to reason that somebody out of On 
tario, one-third of the surface of which is water, 
should rise in the werld as a master of water in 
some capacity. But it does not stand to reason 


that a Great Lakes race of people such as On- | 


tario people, fev of whom live their lives out of 
sight or smell of wide water, should be.more in- 
terested iu horse races than in water races.

LIFF BRICKUR, the young marathon run- 
ner, is--like Chico in “Seventh Heaven’— 
a very remarkable fellow, 

Not that he believes that. No, indeed. He fs 
the world’s most modest athlete, retiring almost 
to the point of brusqueness—-which is a way of 
saying that he has an intense desire to be al- 
lowed to mind his own business and go his own 
waitin his own way. 

In Galt, where he occupies a considerable 
pinnacle of civic pride as one of Canada’s best 
bets in the Olympic games, he is as aloof os an 
Anglican at a Baptist gathering, 

It is different with Billy Reynolds, another 
very fine marathon runner of Galt who may also 
be chosen to go to the Olympics, People call 
across the street to him, “Hello, Billy,” sure of 
a cheery response. , 

They do not cry to Clift with the same 
familiarity. He may be too busy minding his 
own business to hear them, 

After a considerable meeting with Clift 
Bricker there is only one person to whom I can 
compare him—Lindbergh, whom I met last year. 

The comparison is obvious and inescapable 
between these two youngsters, who have a capa- 
city for sustained effort far beyond that of the 
average man, 

They might have been run out of molds of 
equal value, each with his diffidence that is not 
&0 much a social thing as an impatience with 
blah, a shrinking from pseudo-sentiment or pla 
titudinous bunk--a dread of words. 

There is the same single-mindedness in both, 
the same maturity of purpose, the same mental! 
attitude to everything that would cut in op 
effort, the same devotion, in the one case to 
aviation, in the other case to distance running. 

“Running’s got to be part of my life,” says 
Bricker simply. This long distance running, this
